There are many like hijn in Congress, in 
th« executive branch of the federal govern­ 
ment and In state and local governments—pol­ 
iticians who work hard and conscientiously 
on public affairs. 
If by some hocus-pocus the public reaction 
from politicians who fouled their nests under 
the sponsorship of an administration which 
knows no other way to practice politics were 
against all poiitciana, the damage done by the 
spoilers would be compounded. 
There must be politicians. They are al­ 
way s with us, like the poor. But there must 
be no tolerance for politicians who betray the 
public trust. There must be, instead, a prem­ 
ium on the services o f politicians who strive 
to be a cred it to o ne o f 
the most essential of 
public professions.

April 18, Harold E. Stassen will be the

It ha a been his chief character­ 
istic as a public figure that he alway s has been 
yo ung er tha n 
his rivals. It is his chief char­ 
acteristic now that he has declared himself 
fo rma lly as a seeker of the Republican Presi­ 
dential no mina tio n. 
At the age o f 31, he was governor of Min­ 
nesota. At 32 he was the outstanding y oung 
man of the nation, in the opinion of the U.S. 
Junio r Chamber of Commerce. When only 33, 
he was ma na g ing 
Wendell Willkie’s successful 
campaign for the Republican Presidential 
nomination. 
He is one of the yo ung est o f 
all college 
presidents. In fact, at the age of 44—and the 
comment is made seriously —former Governor 
Utassen has become the oldest of the nation’s 
well.publicized men. 
He now has acquired

campaign buttons and gave the 
photographers a workout. 
Senator Duff, just back from a 
20,000 mile tour of the U. S. re­ 
ported a great grass roots move­ 
ment for Eisenhower. 
Technicolor was really neces­ 
sary to do justice to the opening 
ceremonies. An end wall of the 
huge living room was covered 
b y 
three wide red, white and blue 
(artificial) silk drapes. Against 
the center white drape was a 
four-foot-by -six-foot photo of Ike. 
He 
was 
in 
civilian clothes, 
wearing his famous smile and 
looking ever so much like a can. 
didate. 


THERE WERE 
three 
micro­ 
phones in front of the photo. But 
they never came to life. Not even 
whispered “ Yes” “ No” or “ May ­ 
be!” The picture gave only li- 
lence. So big J im Du ft served as 
mouthpiece. 
“ Could the General’s silence on 
the question of his candidacy be 
considered as giving his consent 
to the campaign to make him 
President? ” Senator Duff was 
asked. 
’The Senator said "Ye!!'' He 


pointed out that in 19 48, whfcfl 
the question of 
Eisenhower's can. 
didacy came to a head in Ver­ 
mont, the General issued an un­ 
equivocal statement, taking him­ 
self out of the race. This time 
there has been no such statement. 
But when asked, “ What is the 
most definite assurance General 
Eisenhower has given any Repub­ 
lican leader that he would be a 
candidate? ” Senator Duff had to 
dodge the question. His advice 
was to ask Senator Lodge. 
Senator Duff did add, however, 
that, “ If I were not confident of 
General Eisenhower's availabil­ 
ity , I wouldn't be here my self 
this morning.”

His repair job was stalled be­ 
cause these parts had deteriorat­ 
ed unnaturally and coi^ld not be 
serviced in the usual way . This 
entailed extra work and an extra 
day of being without the services 
of a water sy stem. 
It also entails extra money —a 
chunk of it now and much more 
later according to the pump doc­ 
tor, who may or may not be a 
pessimist, but clearly is a fellow 
with no rosy illusions. He had in­ 
stalled the pump he was called in 
to repair and knows it inside out 
When he installed it. he knew 
what eventually would be wrong 
with it. Like all machinery which 
runs 24 hours a day , y ear in and 
y ear out, it would flub out at its 
weakest points. They would be 
the wartime parts used by the 
manufacturer. 
Yet the buy er was given no 
allowance. He paid the same 
price. He was given no document 
entitling him to special consider­ 
ation when the moment arrived 
for him to deal with the conse­ 
quences of makeshift design. 
The matter is worth mention­ 
ing because it is happening again. 
With war seemingly established 
as a way of life for the United 
States, it may never be any other 
way from now on. Customers 
will have 
innumerable things 
fobbed off on them that are not 
just as g o o d 
as they 're pay ing 
for—and 
when the inferiority 
comes to light the customers will 
pay again and again and again. 
May be it's time to think about 
war as a waste. 
War brings death, mutilation 
and creeping poverty . It brings 
fear, distortion, corrosion of pub­ 
lic morals and the progressive de­ 
struction of values. 
It unleashes greed, blood lust, 
hate, the iron hand guided by the 
iron head and savage impulses to 
wreck every thing which has not 
already been wrecked because of 
a gnawing« conviction of futility . 
Realization that this is so may 
come in devious 
way s. 
None 
could be more devious than a re­ 
pair job on a pump in R FD, 
But when the job is complicated 
by cheap-jack work done during 
the war and when this must be 
paid for twice, because it wasn’t 
done right the first time, the idea 
is easy to grasp.
